(U33) s The field Is located on the southwest shore of the 
Mrltzsoie at the end of the railroad line from Mirow (U33) to ' 
Reohlin and the highway, running Mirow-LSrz-Reohlin. It is not 
occupied hy Soviet, Air Force troops or aircraft® although -armored 
troops without tanks are .stationed , in the 'town*- The field -was 
about ' seventy percent damaged during the war. Remaining. 'installs” 
tions are being' dismantled by approximately 2* OOO German workers 
under Russian supervision. ■■ 

ifeg (033) ; Th© airfield. is situated, approximately 500 meters 
north of the' town limits and east, of the Mirow-hSrss-Reohiin highway 
There are no troops or aircraft stationed on. the field. Hangars 
and workshops were destroyed, but the runway, designed' - for - heavy • 
aircraft, is in good condition. Approximately 200 German medium 
and heavy bombs have been dumped near the highway. There is a 
' refugee colony within the airfield area, . 

• lfeustrelitg (VM)i - The airfield lies within the .triangle .strelitz- 
V ossw irucex-Quas e ovi (all U53)« It has not been used since 1944 
and has never beer, occupied by. Soviet units. German use of the 
field was - limited to' glider training.- - A few huts - in the area are 
occupied by refugees, , " . 

Parohfca (T74) s The' airfield is located approximately four kilo-- 
meters, west-northwest of Parchim between the highways' Parehim* ' " 
Spornltz - (*P64) . and Parchim-Damm (T64), and' seventy-five percent of 
the area is surrounded by woods. The field was almost entirely 
destroyed during the war. Remaining damage was inflicted by re- 
treating German troops® At present, Soviet armored troops with- 
out tanks are. using the barracks. Large quantities of debris are 
being hauled to the railroad station by local- workers. The field 
has never been occupied by Soviet aircraft.
